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With  the  death  of  Mrs.  Geo.  A.  Trumbull,  of  Worcefter, 
and  the  confequent  reverfion  to  its  owners,  the  heirs  in 
fee  tail,  of  the  eftate  fo  long  kept  together  by  that  entail, 
muft  come  the  fale  and  probable  deftruclion  of  the  old 
homeftead.  The  family  hiftory  is  drawing  near  its  clofe, 
there  being  no  grandchildren  in  the  male  lines  to  per- 
petuate the  name  which  in  a  few  years,  therefore,  will 
have  become  extinct,  and,  as  John  Trumbull,  the  poet,  the 
only  other  male  reprefentative  of  the  line  of  John  Trum- 
bull of  Suffield,  eldeft  ion  of  Jofeph,  died  in  1831  without 
furviving  male  iffue,  the  reprefentation  of  the  family 
devolves  upon  the  next  of  kin,  the  defcendants  of  Gov. 
Jonathan  Trumbull,  of  Lebanon,  eldeft  furviving  fon  of 
Jofeph  of  Suffield,  brother  of  John  and  fecond  fon  of 
Jofeph  Trumbull,  Sr. 

This  being  the  cafe,  and  in  view  of  the  certainty  that,  in 
the  feverifh  hafte  and  activity  of  our  American  life,  the 
very  memory  of  their  anceftors  and  knowledge  of  their 
kindred  would  in  a  few  generations  be  loft  by  the  defcend- 
ants, it  has  been  fuggefted  by  many  of  the  family  that  their 
records  mould  be  gathered  into  permanent  form  for  ufe 
of,  and  prefervation  by,  the  defcendants.  Upon  the  writer 
has  devolved  the  tafk  of  collation  and  arrangement,  a  tafk 
which,  difficult  at  all  times,  has  been  made  particularly  fo 
in  this  cafe  by  the  limited  time  at  command,  it  being 


defirable  that  the  leaft  poffible  delay  mould  be  incurred  in 

its  completion. 

In  fpite,  however,  of  this  and  many  other  obftacles,  the 

writer  prefents  his  work  to  his  kinffolk  with  the  belief  that 

it   is  fubftantially  accurate  and  correct,   as  no  heretofore 

printed  pedigree  of  the  Trumbull  Family  in  America  has 

been.     To  his  kindred,  and  to  many  out  of  the  pale  of 

relationfhip,  who  have  lent  their  aid,  he  begs  to  return  his 

fmcere  thanks,  and  to  hope  that  this  little  volume  may 

accomplifh  its  aim  in  keeping  frefh  the  memory  of  their 

anceftors  and  kinfmen  among  the  fcattered  furvivors  of 

the  family.

Was  originally  built  in  175 1  for  the  County  Court  Houfe, 
and  was  fituated  where  the  prefent  edifice  now  ftands  on 
Court  Hill;  but  in  1801,  being  found  infufficient  for  the 
needs  of  the  times,  it  was  removed  to  the  prefent  fite,  and 
underwent  fuch  alterations  as  were  neceffary  to  fit  it  for 
a  dwelling,  among  which  was  the  divifion  of  the  old  court 
room,  which  occupied  the  whole  weft  fide  of  the  building, 
into  four  fmaller,  but  ftill  fpacious,  apartments,  in  the 
ceilings  of  two  of  which  may  ftill  be  traced  the  convex 
roof  of  the  old  Temple  of  Juftice. 

At  a  little  later  date  the  back  building  was  added,  with 
thirteen  rooms,  and,  ftill  more  recently,  the  projection 
over  the  door,  containing  a  fmall  chamber,  and  making 
altogether  twenty-three  apartments. 

Trumbull  Square,  which  forms  the  junction  of  Green, 
Park,  Franklin  and  Trumbull  ftreets,  was,  in  the  early 
part  of  this  century,  furrounded  by  handfome  refidences 
and  grounds ;  but  thefe,  with  the  exception  of  the  Trum- 
bull Manfion,  have  all  paffed  away,  and  the  locality  is 
given  up  to  the  hum  and  buftle  of  trade  —  yet  a  little 
while  and  it  too  muft  be  fwept  away  by  the  befom  of 
change,  and  coming  generations  may  fearch  in  vain  for 
aught  to  recall  the  fpot  where  once  ftood  the  "golden 
mileftone  "  of  their  race.

IJofttt  SnttttbttHf  the  progenitor  of  the  American  fam- 
ily, came  from  Newcaftle-on-Tyne,  England,  about  1637, 
among  the  early  Puritan  emigrants  to  New  England,  and 
was  at  Roxbury,  Mafs.,  in  1639,  where  he  was  a  member 
of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Eliot's  Church,  but  foon  after  removed 
to  Rowley,  Mafs.,  where  he  made  his  permanent  fettle- 
ment ;  freeman  May  13,  1640:  his  homeftead  was  in 
the  heart  of  the  village,  fronting  on  the  Common.  He 
was  Town  Clerk  of  Rowley,  1654-6.     His  firft  wife  was 

Ellen ,  but  whether  married  in  England  or  America 

is  uncertain.  She  died  about  1648-9,  and  he  remarried  at 
Rowley,  Auguft  — ,  1650,  to  Ann,  widow  of  Mighill  * 
Hopkinfon,  of  Rowley.  He  died  in  1657,  buried  May  18, 
and  his  widow,  who  was  his  adminiftratrix,  remarried 
March  1,  1658,  to  Richard  Swan,  as  his  fecond  wife,  but 
died  foon  after,  and  was  buried  April  4  of  the  fame  year. 
Richard  Swan,  who  was  an  important  man  at  Rowley, 
Reprefentative  to  the  General  Court  thence  1666  and 
fubfequent  years,  in  his  will,  dated  1678,  names  his

and  advice  his  emigration  was  probably  due.  He  fettled 
in  Dorchefter,  in  the  fouthern  part  of  the  town,  on  the 
weft  fide  of  what  is  now  Bofton  ftreet  and  fouth  of  the 
Five  Corners.

Mr.  Trumbull  was  engaged  in  the  book  and  publifh- 
ing  bufinefs  in  Worcefter,  and,  from  18 19  to  1823,  in  com- 
pany with  William  Manning,  he  publifhed  the  Maffachu- 
fetts  Spy,  founded  by  Ifaiah  Thomas  in  1771  ;  he  was 
Cafhier  of  the  Central  Bank  from  its  incorporation  in  1829 
until  1836,  when  he  refigned  to  accept  a  fimilar  pofition  in 
the  Citizen's  Bank,  opened  in  that  year,  which  he  held 
until  forced  by  failing  health  to  refign  in  1858. 

Having  come  as  a  child,  with  his  parents,  to  Worcefter 
in  1803,  he  paffed  the  greater  part  of  his  life  at  the  Man- 
fion  in  Trumbull  Square,  where  in  1865  his  Golden  Wed- 
ding was  celebrated  by  a  gathering  of  the  children  and 
grandchildren. 

In  his  public  pofitions  of  trufh  he  was  a  rigidly  honeft 
and  truthful  man,  always  enjoying  the  refpect  and  efteem 
of  his  affociates.  Died  at  Trumbull  Square,  Auguft  17, 
1868. 

His  widow  furvived  him  many  years,  and  at  length  died 
at  the  family  manfion,  in  which  fhe  held  a  life  eftate, 
December  5,  1885.
